When Mr. Walton returned to 
this lonesome parish, after a well 
earned furlough, during which he 
placed the needs of the Eskimos be- 
fore many audiences in Ontario, he 
had no expectation of returning for 
years. The newspapers, however, re- 
cently announced that he had arrived 
in Toronto again, having covered the 
distance between Moose Fort and 
Cochrane by aeroplane in two and a 
half hours: With close train connec- 
tions he could have made the entire 
journey from Moose Fort to Toronto 
in less than twenty-four hours, — 
illustrates very forcibly man’s conquest 
of the air. Canada’s remotest out- 
posts may be brought in future*into al- 
most immediate touch with the fron- 
tiers of settlement,

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Restaurant Keeper 
Says Gomplaints 
Are Groundless

WAITRESSES ARE NOT OVER- 
WORKED: 


According to H, Terzakis, of 
the’ Balmoral Cafe, complaints 
made to the Trades'and Labor 
Couticil that there are waitresses 
working in Regitia 70 hours a 
week aré groundless. Mr. Terza- 
kis also takes objection to the as- 
sertion that Regina restaurants 
owned by ‘“‘foreigners’’? are to 
blame. 

“As far as I know," said Mr. 
Terzakis, ‘‘all of the restaurant 
owners are nafuralized Canadians. 
I don't know where there are any 
waitresses working 70 hours a 
week in Regina. : 

“Forty-eight hours a week is'the 
standard week for waitresses in 
Regina. Under the law they are 
enabled ‘to:work a total of 56 
hours a week. Most of the wait- 
resses in Regina work this 56 
hours a week, But they are paid 
the difference between that and 
48 hours. 

“Waitresses are being paid be- 
tween $55 and $60 a month, _in- 
cluding meals and laundry. The 
law says that the minimum wage 
must be $14 and from this we are 
entitled to deduct $5.25 for their 
board. Taking the wages they 
are being paid | do not think that 
there are many dissatisfied wait- 
resses in Regina.” «

THE PROHIBITION VOTE. 

The result of the vote last Monday on the prohibition ref- 
endum means that this province and the other three provinces 
which gave a dry majority at the same time, have gained from the 
Dominion government the right to prohibit the importation of 
liquor into the respective provinces, 

The outcome of the vote was a surprise and a disappoint- 
ment to all concerned, but more especially, perhaps, to those who 
supported the prohibition cause. This was due to the fact that 
such a comparitively small vote: was polled throughout all the 
provinces with the possible exception of Nova Scotia 

Prohibitionists claim, and. no doubt. rightly so, that the 
smail vote worked to their disadvantage, as they claim a large per- 
centage of those who failed to register their vote were sympathetic 
to their side of the issue. 

However, the result of the vote shows that a fair majority 
in all four provinces is in favor of taking another step toward tora. 
prohibition. There is no doubt that the utter lack of any attemp: 
to enforce the present liquor laws was largely responsible for the 
small vote polled _ People were so discusted with conditions as 
they exist today and have existed for the past year, that they lost 
sight of the main issue before the electors on this occasion and 
allowed themselves to be influenced by argumerits, the objects 0: 
which were to becloud the main issue and befuddle the electors. 

According to the Act under which the vote was taken the 
present system will remain in force for sixty days. After that 
time it will be the duty of the provincial legislature to enact new 
laws setting forth to what extent liquor may be used within the 
province, in accordance with the will of the people, which was vo 
the effect that it must not be imported into the province 

The actions of the legislature in this connection will be tu:- 
lowed with interest by the public. Already we are told by the 
premier and his attorney-general that the vote must be carefully 
analyzed before any definite action is taken. While this may be 
necessary to a certain extent, yet it should not follow that those 
who were not interested enough in the issue to turn out: and cast 
their ballot one way or the other, should be entitled to any consic- 
eration in the final settlement. _ 

One very noticeable feature in connection with the result 
of the vote is that notwithstanding the fact that women voted on 
this occasion the vote was not nearly as large or nearly so decisive 


as it was in 1915 when only men did the voting. 


Householders in town would be well advised if they wouid 
heed the warning given by Councillors Keats at the council meet- 
ing last Monday evening, and take steps to have the accumulation 
of weeds in the fence corners and back yards destroyed.

Canadian Red Cross to Organise 
Appeal on Behalf of Orphans— 
Qall to Be Made tn Armistice 
Week. 


An urgent appeal for aid to com- 
bat the widespread disease and dis- 
tress in the war-stricken areas in 
Burope has been made by the League 
of Red Cross Societies to the nations 
which have suffered least from the 
war. Ia response a War Relief Fund 
has been undertaken in Great Britain 
with an Bmpire-wide appeal for con- 
tributions. The Fund is under the 
immediate patronage of His Majesty 
the King and has the support of all 
parts of the Empire. 

His Excellency, the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Canada, having received com- 
munications from London upon this 
matter, consulted the Prime Minister, 
and with his approval referred the 
question to the Canadian Red Cross 
Seciety, and it was arranged for an 
appeal to be made in Canada during 
Armistice week in November. The 
Fund will be known as “The British 
Bmpire War Relief Fund.” 

To Make Known the Need.

ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW. 


DR. W. D. COWAN 


Thirty years ago there were only two-silk hats in the ~ 


city of Regina. One was the property of the late Nicholas Flood 

avin, which he wore on state occasions; the other was worn 
by Dr. W. D. Cowan, a slim young man who had arrived in 
Regina on his honeymoon and there he remained to practise his 
profession of dentistry. He was a recent graduate of an eastern 
college and at that time it was an idea in the east that professional 


dignity could hardly be supported without a frock coat and a . 


tall hat. Accordingly Dr. Cowan wore his on all and every 
occasion in Regina when he was out of doors. When he was 
at work in his dental parlors it reposed in splendid isolation on 
the table top and was regarded with great reverence by those 
who had occasion to seek his professional assistance. 


“PR. W. D.. COWAN, M-P.- 


‘One wet and windy morning the doctor had occasion to 


visit the Regina post office. He had received his mail at the 
wicket and was coming down the steps at his usual headlong 
speed. The steps were slippery with Regina mud; he stumbled 
on the top one and fell to the bottom his silk hat falling 
before him. ' He fell into the arms of the late Hort> Geo. Brown. 
who, at that time, was a very ordinary law student in the office 


of Scott & Hamilton. Mr. Brown picked Dr. Cowan up tenderly — 


and retrieved his silk hat. It presented such an appearance 
that the doctor, with his usual impetuosity, kicked it into the 
middle of the street and invested in. an ordinary every-day 
bowler. His silk hat was seen no longer about the streets of 
Regina. “He clung to his, frock coat, however, for some years 
afterwatds but after a continued residence in the democratic 
west he also abandoned that classic: garment. 

The doctor was a very excellent dentist and’ it was not 
long until he was doing: a corisiderable practice in the city of 
Regina. In addition to his professional capabilities he was a 
very good “mixer’’ and took a tremendous interest in politics. 
He -wasn’t very old at that time and he collected a coterie of 
young men around him who engaged in various activities such 


e was a 

of Guelph and some time around 1878 Sir John MacDonald 
was billed to address a meeting in that city. Dr. Cowan's 
e old Conserva- 
tive chieftain, and young Cowan, g the cue from his elders, 
went to the meeting intending to hoot and jeer. ere was a 
great gathering, both of the faithful and unfaithful, and seating 
accommodation was at a premium, Cowan, with some com- 
panions climbed up ‘one of the supports of the platform intend- 
ing to assist in heckling the speaker. Although at the time 
only a lad of some thirteen years of age, he fell under the 
magnetic spell of old Sir John and listened most attentively to 
all he had to say. It was the time of the National Pelicy when 
the old chief was doing his best to arouse a national conscious- 
ple of the Dominion. The lad went 
home in thoughtful mood and the following morning astounded 
his father at the breakfast table by informing him that hence- 
forth and for all time he would be a follower of Sir John Mac- 
Donald's and an advocate of his policy. His father was almost 
speechless with indignation and threatened to bring his son to 
a proper political frame of mind with the assistance of a good 
stout stick, Young Cowan, however, was adamant and for many 
ag was identified with the activities of the Conservative party 
in Regina. i 

uring the election of 1896 he was one of/ the strongest 
lieutenants of the late Nicholas Flood Davin. 
a coterie of young men around him who campaigned 
most aggressively; they were known derisively by their oppon- 
ents as “Cowan's kids,"” but they did yeoman service and many 
of them have since come to prominent positions, both in the 
political and business world in Western Canada. ' 

The election of 1896 was an exceedingly bitter one. It was 
the time of the Remedial Bill, dealing with Manitoba schools 
and feeling ran wigh. particularly between the Catholics and 
Orange elements. ere was a prominent Orangeman in Regina 
at that time named Hiscox. He occupied the responsible and oner- 
ous position of C.P.R. tank man ae ¢ had charge of the local water 
supply for the railway oration. Afterwards he was chief of 

olice and a few other things in the city of Regina; but as 
Kipling would say, that is another story. ; 

During the election of 1896 he was bitterly opposed to the 
Conservatives, Mr, Davin, Dr. Cowan and all their works. He 
got into a bitter altercation with Dr, Cowan on Scarth Street 
one day and wound up the argument by making a vicious assault 
The affair was witnessed by a neutral citizen 
who. was so indignant that he had Hiscox arrested and hauled 
up before the magistrate, who’ at that time was Robt. Martin, of 
the Canada Drug and Book Company, and he was fined for

Regina, © Quite a crowd had collected and Hiscox demanded 
who had done hit this grievous and tremendous wrong. For a 
while he got no answer and then somehow or other Dr. Cowan's 
name was mentioned. This was like fuel to the flame. Hiscox 
disappeared into the little shed beside the tank, brandishing in 
a very aggressive manner a gleaming axe. ‘Lead me to the 
doctor,”’ he said. He rushed up to Dr. Cowan's office in the 
Smith & Ferguson Block and found it locked. I am not sure 
whether he beat the door in with his axe but | think he did. 
Then he ran to the house of the doctor and found no one there. 
By this time the situation was apparently serious and some of 
his friends started to look for the doctor to warn him. He was 
eventually discovered by Chrales Willoughby leading a prayer 
meeting in the basement of the Presbyterian church. Wilioughby 
slipped in reverently and waited until the doctor had concluded 
his invocation. He then went up to him and touching him on 
the shoulder whispered ‘Look out Doc’, Hiscox is raging around 
after you with an axe.” ’ During the previous winter a pile of 
cordwood had been brought into the basement of’ the church 
to feed the stove to keep the worshippers warm, and some of it 
was still lying there. Without a word the doctor leapt to his 
feet and ran over to the stove, picked up a large cordwood stick 
which he caused to whistle around his head to the great delight 
of the worshippers. “Lead me to him and I'll fix him axe and 
all. 

Dr. Cowan was the moving spirit in a number of debating 
societies, mock parliaments, etc., which were a feature of the 
winter life of Regina during the late nineties. Dr. Cowan was, 
himself, invariably president of these organizations and under 
his tutelage many young men who afterwards became prominent 
figures in public life obtained their first experience of public 
speaking. J. K. McInnis, although it was not his first adventure, 


Walter Scott, if we are not mistaken, 
made his first speech there, and a very poor speech it was at 
that. The Rev. Mr. Ferry, who was one of the most popular 
pastors in Minneapolis, -also learned to string his rounded periods 
together in proper seque in Dr. Cowan's office. ere were 
others, such as John Secord, General Ross and many. another. 

A rather amusing incident is related in connection with 


_ Walter Scott's first essay at public speaking. He did not dis- 


/ 


tinguish himself at all at the debating society and during the 
campaign of 1900 when he was running against Mr. Davin, a 
call went out for a speaker to oppose Mr. Scott at Swift Current, 
Medicine Hat and other western points. Dr. Cowan blythely 
accepted the challenge, remembering Mr. Scott's debating society 
performances. To his utter astonishment Mr. Scott gave him 
considerably the worse of an oratorical argument.. 

At the conclusion of the:meeting Dr. Cowan remarked 
parenthetically: “He certainly has improved some since the 
debating society days.’ 

Despite the fact of Dr. Cowan's active interest in politics, 
he was active in every matter that had to do with the welfare 
of young people. He also found time to devote to his profes- 
sional affairs. He had a high standing with his colleagues and 
was for twenty-six years president of the local dental association. 
In 1911 he was elected president of the Canadian Dental Asso- 
ciation and has for many years been secretary-treasurer of the 
_Dominion Dental Council of Canada and associate editor of the 

Dominion Dental Journal, also president of St. John’s Ambu- 
lance Association for the province of Saskatchewan and vice- 
president of the Returned Soldiers’ Association of Regina. He 
also took an active interest in municipal affairs and was for two 
years mayor of the city of Regina, ‘a position which he held with 
dignity and efficiency. During the course of the war he took 
a great interest in matters military and was exceedingly anxious 
to see service overseas, He was, for some time, officer in com- 
mand of the Canadian Dental Corps for Military District No. 12, 
and whilst in that position did a great deal for the soldiers who 
came under his hands.

AND HIS CAPTIVITY—A 
BASSY WIFE AND A RE-

Chief Kusketay-Musqua-Sis was 
no ordinary Indian. He hada 
profound respect for the law and 
regarded the Queen's treaty as a 
solemn compact which all good 
Indians must live up to religiously. 

As would be expected the mem- 
bers of his band were peaceful, 
— and law-abiding peo- 
ple. 

I recall one exception, Pastay- 
Min (“Dry Berry’), a young man 
of twenty-two years, set out, with 
his wife, one afternoon in the sum- 
mer of 1890, on a trip to visit 
|friends on the Muskow-Petung 
teservation west of Fort Qu’Ap- 
pelle. 

Reaching the Fort late in-the 
evening their tent was pitched on

ing his supply of provisions ex- 
hausted, he strolled over to the 
Hudson's Bay Co's store, only to 
find the place closed for the night. 

Dry Berry. must have food, and 
discovering a loose window in the 
rear of the building, entered. and 
helped himself to such necessities 
as he could lay his hands on. 

The frespass was discovered in 
the morning a a mounted police- 
man had no difficulty in locating 
the culprit in whose tent the miss- 
ing goods were found, no attempt 
being made at concealment. 

Dry Berry told the policeman 
quietly that he had no intention of 


and that he would go down and 
settle after breakfast. 

His story did not appeal to the 
officer, who hai him before a 
J.P., with the result that the In- 
dian was sentenced to three mon- 
ths in Regina jail. 

The police route in those days 
from ‘the Fort was to Qu'Appelle 
station by buckboard, thence to 
Regina by C.P.R. train. 

On arriving at the station and 
while waiting for the midnight 
train the Indian was “hobbled” 
and given the freedom of the baw 
racks, 

Scarcely had darkness settled 
down when Dry Berry was sud- 
denly missed. 
lar trees near the barracks, ex- 
tending north for-a mile or more 
had lent itself to concealing the In- 
dian’s escape. Due allowance had 
not been made for his cupidity. It 


preventing him from going any 
considerable distance, but it was 
afterwards learned that before the 
dawn of the second morning, af- 
ter spending the intervening day- 
light hours hidden in a bluff, he 
had travelled twenty-five miles— 
hobbles and all—to a point over- 
looking Lebret mission, where a 
half-breed friend filed his hobbles 
and set him free. Three hours 
later, mounted on a borrowed 
horse, he rode into camp at the 
File Hills and took breakfast with 
his wife, who after his arrest had 


returned home. | 


In due course the Indian Agent 
was advised of the escape and 
was asked to keep watch for the 
fugitive. On learning of 
Berry's whereabouts a Mountie 
came to the reservation and wii 
myself as pegged and interpreter 
went into the encampment to re- 
cover the runaway. ring 
to Dry Berry's tent I called out 
“Hello Pastaymin, come .out, a 
friend wishes to spegk to you.” 
No response. Raising the flap o 
his tent and looking in | was 
greeted with the discharge of a 
revolver pointed earthward. 

I remonstrated with him on re- 
ceiving our visit in a manner so 
unusual, ‘Surely Pastaymin you 
would not shoot me." 

“Let that little noise,” he re- 
plied, ‘‘tell your Redcoat friend 
that I will not be taken like a rat 
in a hole. Better see my chief.” 

After locating the chief Pee- 
kutch we got from him a promise 
that he would bring Dry to 
the Agency office in two hours.

Those who knew Mr. Rey- 
nolds and his insistence that 
every promise made to an_ In- 
j}dian must be faithfully observed, 
can imagine his mortification 
when two hours later he saw a 
police buckboard leaving the Fort 
by the south trail, with Dry 
Berry, handcuffed and hobbled, 
sitting over the axle, his legs 
dangling behind. 

Mr. Reynolds never forgot the 
policeman’s violation of his pro- 
mise nor was his anger in any 
degree appeased by the fact that 
he did not receive even the 
courtesy of a reply to his com- 
plaint sent to headquarters, 


‘Cattle Killing 
After the rebellion of 1885 this 


“pastime” was practically aban- 
doned. At that time the Indians 
jlearned the lesson that sport of 
this kind was costly, when Col- 
j onel McDonald’ simply . withheld 
from their annuities the value of 
the animals destroyed. 

There were one or two excep- 
‘tions. Joseph Belleguard, an In- 
dian of good judgment and dis- 
creet, had married a half breed 
woman who occasionally was dis- 
posed to insist upon having her 
own way. This once took - the 
form of a desire to kill an ox and 
give a feast to all her friends. 
This was opposed by her husband 
as’ well as government _ officials. 
No heed was paid to. either. Her 
son, Alexan, at her behest fired 
the fatal shot and the feast that 
followed was an event long re-. 
membered. 

In view of Belleguard's splen- 
|did record as a man of industry 
and exemplary habits, officialdom 
was disposed to let the matter 
pass witout taking notice. 

In the following July, however, 
when Belleguard received his an- 
‘nuity money he quietly handed 
back thirty dollars to the Agent 
| with-a request that it be expend- 
ed in purchasing a young cow for 
his herd. This contribution was 
jduly transmitted to the commis-

sense be considered a criminal of- 
fence, that his agreement with the 
government to accept from it the 
loan of an animal for breeding 
purposes was a purely civil con- 
tract, and that redress for any 
violation of the contract must be 
sought in the civil, not in the 
criminal court. 

He then went on to show that 
the Indian, being a ward of the 
government could not sue or be 
sued, and that the authorities 
therefore had no more legal re- 
dress against the Indian than a 
father against his child.
